Massive turnout at first Election Forum 


There was a massive turnout October 5 at the Vital 
Grandin School fora St. Albert Chamber of Commerce 
sponsored election forum - the first to kick off the election 
**season."’ 

About 300 people attended and saw three mayoralty 
candidates and eight of 10 aldermanic candidates engage in 
the forum which opened up a lot of issues - mainly better 
transportation, citizen participation, and co-operation 
between municipalities in the St. Albert and Sturgeon area. 

Roger Lemieux chaired the meeting which ended near the 
four hour mark after an eight o’clock start. 

Next meeting is slated for the Vital Grandin School today, 
again at 8 p.m. 

The three mayoralty candidates were Ron Harvey, Tom 
Priddle and incumbent Mayor Dick Plain. 

Aldermanic candidates were Bill Shields, Robert Kirk, 
incumbents Rod Throndson, Barry Breadner and Margaret 


Smith, then other new candidates Liesbeth Bakker, Doreen 
Rowe and Roger Ayotte. Those not present were Don 
Coinner and Dave Miller. 

Mayoralty candidates were allowed six minutes to speak, 
with a period for rebuttal. There was then a question period 
where the floor was asked to quizz the mayoralty 
candidates. 

Coffee followed, then aldermanic hopefuls were given 
three minutes to say their piece, with the questions then 
coming from the floor, 

New mayoralty candidate Mr. Harvey, a retired 
businessman and a resident of St. Albert these past 22 
years, also ex-British Army pointed out that he was Irish, 
and though he was 65, said he still rose“ each morning. 


He soon rattled into the areas which gave him concern. 
He was worried about the multi-million dollar 
expenditures of taxpayers money on the Campbell Industrial 


Park and the St. Albert downtown core. He claimed that 
interest on the industrial park was mounting up at $400,000 
a year with another $144,000 to account for in the downtown 
core, 

Mr. Harvey was worried about the taxpayers in St. 
Albert, ‘‘I've always loved St. Albert and the people and 
want to do my best,’’ but he added that he was happier to 
have known St. Albert as a town, not a city. 

He was concerned with the present image of St. Albert 
with its municipal ‘‘brothers,’’ Edmonton, Morinville, the 
MD of Sturgeon and the County of Parkland. That image 
was ‘‘low, low, low."’ 

He claimed that the hassle over the St. Albert-Morinville 
sewer line had cost the Mayor of Morinville Art Stapleton $1 
million. 

Mr. Harvey said he was amazed at the number of 
complaints about what was going on in St. Albert, and he 
wasn’t in the election fight for the glory. He promised he 
would be available during regular office hours if elected and 
encouraged city folk to give him a call any time they had a 
problem. 

Mr. Harvey expressed his disillusion over the St. Albert 
Trail and the problems posed in getting to Edmonton. He 
also complained at the allegation that he would cut town 
administration if elected, people whom he claimed he

Mr. Priddle said: ‘‘I will 
resign this position if ele- 
cted,"’ 

Mr. Priddle was also 
questioned about his pro- 
posed citizen participation 
committee. 

The questioner said that 
Mr. Priddle would find he 
needed at least three mem- 
bers of council to implement 
his proposition ‘‘and if he 
can, he has them in his 
pocket already."’ 

When it was further sug- 
gested from the floor that 
Mr. Priddle's participation 
committee was ‘‘totally un- 
manageable'’ Mr. Priddle 
counter attacked.

Eight out of 10 candidates 
for council gave their views 
at the election forum October 
Sth in the Vital Grandin 
School. 

Missing were Dave Miller 
and Don Coinner. New 
candidates were Bill Shields, 
Robert Kirk, Liesbeth Bak- 
ker, Doreen Rowe and Roger 
Ayotte, and incumbents Rod 


Throndson, Barry Breadner 
and Margaret Smith. 

Although she did not 
speak first, it was Mrs. 
Bakker who gave the most 
original speech among the 
eight candidates. Each spea- 
ker was allowed three min- 
utes ‘‘on the air.’* 

Mrs. Bakker told the 
audience she had been att- 
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ending council as an obser- 
ver these past two and a half 
years on a ‘‘pretty regular 
basis.” 

She wanted to see some of 
the problems that council 
was wrestling with. 

She described her council

Incumbent Rod Throndson 
who has six years on council 
and wants ‘‘support for 
another three years,’’ sing- 
led out transportation as one 
of the major problems for St.

But it was incumbent Mayor Dick Plain who went into the 
battle first, swinging into it with a long list of achievements 
in his three years as mayor. 

He pointed to the completion of the general plan and the 
move towards managed growth policy anda viable economic 
policy. 

Mayor Plain mentioned the completion of the municipal 
day care centre and a transportation plan for better access to 
Edmonton, ’ 

Then there was the construction of the Sturgeon Health 
Unit as part of downtown core development and the 
paramedic ambulance service. This was soon to get 
underway and would be *‘first of its kind in the region,”’ 

There were achievements like the St. Albert Youth 
leadership program, improved facilities for seniors like the 
slated 45 unit lodge and 51 self-contained units across from 
the Percy Page Centre.

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PRIDDLE WANTS PARTICIPATION 


Former Calgary Alderman Tom Priddle said he wanted 
citizen participation for St. Albert and was unhappy with St 
Albert's present image. 

He said it always seemed that only one person was 
speaking for St. Albert, but that he (Mayor Plain) had done 
a good job in the last three years. He added that if people 
didn't like the job Mayor Plain had done, (and he w ere 
re-elected), ‘you'd get more of the same in the next three 
years."* 

Mr. Priddle wanted to run a system where there was a 12 
man citizen committee vetting and helping plan all major 
areas of municipal planning and finance. Also each 
alderman would have a specific area of responsibility, like 
finance and the budget. 

He said that studies (costing money) should only come 
when the committee has already made clear it wants a 
program. And a budget would not be able to be presented 
till it could be proved it had had citizen participation and not 
“citizen frustration.”’ 

Mr. Priddle did not pretend to be an expert on schools, 
sewer, sex, and edueation, or everything. He also made the 
remark that he had not found the statement that St. Albert 
was a transient town to be true. 


TIME FOR MAYORALTY CANDIDATES TO REBUTT 


After all the mayoralty candidates had said their piece, 
Mayor Plain struck out with his rebuttal. He said that the 
citizenship committee that Mr. Priddle proposed would be 
inoperable. He also hinted that Mr. Harvey's concern on the 
great costs of the industrial park and downtown core were 
unjustified. ‘‘A short conversation would indicate the total 
costs are borne against the land and not out of individual 
taxes.” 

Mayor Plain said he was proud to have been able to stand 
up and represent St. Alberf in the past few years. Fighting 
for it was not calculated to make for popularity, he 
suggested, saying that when Premier Lougheed had fought 
for Alberta against the Federal Government, “‘he was not 
well liked (in Ottawa.)"’ 

The same had happened when he fought with Sturgeon 
over the fire agreement because that municipality was only 
paying ‘*two percent of the costs.” 

There had also been a battle with the Post Master 
General when St. Albert had tried to get better postal 
service for some of its newer residents, 

Mayor Plain claimed St, Albert had given Morinville 
permission for its sewer line, but that Sturgeon had not 
given the right of way for it. 

“We disagreed with the MLA on city status, but we 
co-operated in the cabinet and won it,”’ said Mayor Plain. 

Mr. Harvey stuck to his guns about the costs to the 
taxpayer of funding the industrial park, he wasn’t altogether 
convinced about the General Plan, and pointed out that he 
had not heard of the Devonian Foundation grant till that 
night. 

He complained about truck routes on Hebert Road and 
also the lack of proper bus terminal facilities in St, Albert. 

Mr. Harvey did not blame the MD of Sturgeon for not 
paying the $380,000 to St. Albert for fire protection and the 
sewer was ‘‘gone and finished with."' He said that a lot of 
bridges would have to be rebuilt in terms of re-establishing 
co-operation, 

Mr. Priddle emphasized that the mayor's position did not 
have to be full time, pointing out that Medicine Hat and 
Lethbridge did well enough with part time mayors. 

But he also emphasized that he would be no second rate 
administrator, 

Then turning humourous, Mr. Priddle said he would not 
be trying to turf anyone out on October 19, He pointed out 
the candidate's signs on the St. Albert Trail seemed to be 
growing by themselves, and, ‘‘the last thing I want to see 
are 42 pictures of me when | go to work."

Transportation seems to be city’s hang-up 


By the time the first 
Chamber sponsored election 
forum was about three 
quarters through October 5, 
residents at the Vital Gran- 
din hearing had a chance to 
pop questions at the can- 
didates. 

Not long after the ques- 
tions began a few of the 300 
audience began sidling for 
home. 

A question came up ex- 
pressing alarm at the trans- 
portation problem, a problem 
which was seen as outside St. 
Albert's jurisdiction, and one 
which no one had been able 
to solve positively. 

Bill Shields said that he 
had talked about changes in 
provincial legislation to in- 


crease the transportation 
funding program, Work on 
an east-west-by-pass could 
also help solve the problem, 
he said, He also thought the 
problem could improve with 
an Edmonton dovetail into 
St. Albert's present transit 
System. 

Since the problem was 
basically a growth issue, the 
questioner retorted that he 
had only been given more 
ammunition in his belief 
there was no solution yet at 
hand. 

Another complaint was 
that there was not enough 
coming from the provincial 
government in funds and 
that every municipality in the 
province suffered the same 


problem. ‘St. Albert should 
exert some leadership here,*’ 
it was observed. 

To this incumbent Rod 
Throndson said, **It would be 
very nice if we could stop 
growth, but its far more 
important to control gr- 
owth."’ 

When the inevitable ques- 
tion came about the increase 
in St. Albert's debt from $9 
million three years ago to the 
present figure of $18 million, 
incumbent Margaret Smith 
said a quarter of the cost of 
the downtown core would be 
recovered with the building 
of the provincial government 
court house, and it would be 
the “‘same way with the 
industrial park."*

Mrs. Smith also reminded 
the audience that St. Albert's 
capital debt was still only a 
quarter of Edmonton's 

Incumbent Barry Breadner 
observed that it should be 
possible to get back the 
investment made on the 
Campbell Industrial Park. 

Mr. Throndson said it was 
important that the downtown 
and industrial park get 
moving, ‘‘or else we could be 
in serious trouble."’ 

Mayor Dick Plain said he 
had no idea where the $18 
million figure had come from 
and said it was out by SO per 
cent. 

He explained that over the 
three years the debt had 
mounted, the individual tax 
payer's bill had increased by 
about $80, from $438.59 in 
December 31, 1974 to $509. 
54 in 1977, That was mainly 
caused by costs incurred with 
the new swimming pool and 
arena, 

Interest seemed to have 
been sparked in mayoraity 
candidate Tom Priddle’s idea 
of a citizen participation 
committee. 

A question was asked if 


candidates would support 
this if Mr. Priddle was 
elected 

Robert Kirk preferred to 
dodge this one saying his 
choice for mayor would be 
his choice, by secret ballot. 

Mr. Shields said, on the 
question of participatory 
decision making, ‘‘I would 
support it,’’ but he qualified 
by adding that he could not 
support it if it was manage 
ment by committee; ‘‘you 
cannot hold one individual 
accountable if the committee 
makes a decision.” 

Doreen Rowe said she 
would not be able to support 
Mr. Priddle’s line, nor could 
Liesbeth Bakker*, though 
she thought that Mr. Priddle 
should be congratulated for 
bringing the idea up. 

Roger Ayotte thought the 
idea had some merit, but 
would be a little too cumber 
some. 


*Mrs. Bakker says in het 
promotional material that 
she will provide the press 
with its own gallery in the 
city hall annex if she is 
elected.

The Thanksgiving weekend must have brought home to 
thousands of Canadians how tremendously thankful we can 
be that Canada is our homeland.

It may be that we cannot take for granted our affluence and 
our freedoms, and how often it is that people coming to 
Canada from countries like Chile, Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Hungary and elsewhere are the ones who most appreciate 
the freedom and the opportunities they have here. 


Are freedom and wealth and availability of high quality 
education ours to enjoy without question? Or do these 
blessings carry responsibilities if they are to continue? 


Canadians could lose their freedom bit by bit unless they 
‘stand on guard.’ If we do not share our wealth, and prefer 
to carry on a lifestyle based on consuming to the point of 
greed, our living standards could drop sharply. We are 
already hearing warnings from elected representatives and 
a number of economists that this will happen. If we do not 
use our higher education to improve the lot of other peoples, 
who live their whole lives in grinding poverty, we could 
breed more and more bands of terrorists who will grab what 
they want. Canada could be drawn into a war as the 
undeveloped countries and their backers become more 
militant. 


So it behooves us to guard our freedoms and accept our 
responsibilities before it is too late. Next Wednesday, 
October 19, St. Albert and district residents have, like other 
Albertans, a responsibility to vote for the people of their 
choice to serve them for the next three years on city council 
and school boards.

Not all that’s white is bad 


An ‘‘editorial’’ is the fourth issue of the Edmonton Regional 
Planning Commission's Regional Update smacks a little of 
“reverse’’ racism. 


While Chief Sealth of the Duwamish Indians, a band who 
roamed lands which are now Seattle, Washington, never 
intended his words for Regional Update, they are eloquent 
and should be taken advisedly. 


It is fashionable these days to hit out at nearly everything 
the ‘‘white’’ man or the ‘white’? society does, and some of 
the poetry spoken by the Indians of 100 years ago is ready 
made for ‘‘leftists’’ who wish to use bona fide grudge 
statements to help overthrow the present system. 


Basically Chief Sealth was addressing the whitemen of his 
day, and he may well have good reason to classify them as a 
bunch of land greedy cut throats. But not all the whitemen 
of his day were bad and there are many around today who 
still prefer ‘the soft sound of the wind darting over the face 
of the pond’’ to the sound of a jet or the noise of the 
highway. 


It is also interesting to note that long before Chief Sealth’s 
statements and those of other displaced Indians, the 
Romantic poets of England like Wordsworth and Shelley 
were making a stand with their ‘‘pro-nature’’ statements. 


Perhaps it should be pointed out that today we are all 
“‘Indians’’ at heart. Many of us against degradation of the 
Environment, and we share the concern for the protection of 
what remains of North America’s flora and fauna, And we 
are all on the lookout for abuses in Government, and things 
of that ilk, 


Issue could also be taken with Chief Sealth’s statement that 
there are no quiet places in the white man’s cities. 


That might have been the case with the early cities of the 
West as they were just springing up. Butif you want to 
search out the quiet places in modern cities they are there, 
for those who have to spend time away from the rural areas 
where they would prefer to be at. 


A not too happy tour of Canada

avoiding Canada as a place to visit? 


Two West German youths age 18 and 11 were reported to 
have visited Canada three weeks age in search of the 
authentic North America, with its Indians, war paint and 
buffalo.

Native people are our 


From The Native Perspective 
While the immigrant peo- 
ples to this country argue 
about language and cultural 
rights and how Canada will 
be either held together or 
broken apart, little attention 
is paid to the values of the 
people who were here first. 

Up until a few hundred 
years ago, what's now called 
Canada (or all of the 
Americas for that matter) 
was inhabited by peoples 
also with their own lan- 
guages and cultures and who 
had their own system of 
territorial divisions. 

The particular provincial 
and international boundaries 
that we now acknowledge 
would have been mean- 
ingless then and in some 
ways are meaningless today. 

Political boundaries cut 
through traditional tribal 
ties. Native Americans de- 
fined their boundaries by the 
areas that they hunted, 
fished or farmed. Tribally 
they tended to be dwellers of 
the coasts, the forests, the 
mountains or the plains and 
made their livelihood in their 
particular environment in 
ways that were handed on 
through the generations. 

When the first Europeans 
arrived on these shores, they 
were greeted in friendship 
and taught how to survive 
here. It was not long at all 
before they were out-num- 
bered in the land they freely 
shared. The newcomers kept 
arriving, and the death rate 
among the Natives shot up.

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To further accommodate 
the newcomers, huge tracts 
of land were turned over to 
them in exchange agree- 
ments to protect the rights 
and land that the Indians had 
remaining. Some Indians 
signed Treaties in effect 
saying, **We will peacefully 
accept the situation if you 
protect our remaining ri- 
ghts.”’ 

Most of these Treaties 
have long since been broken 
or altered to provide some- 
body else with something 
else that the Indians still 
had. 

Bear in mind, however, 
that more than fifty percent 
of the land mass of Canada 
consists of territories that 
were occupied by the in- 
digenous peoples and for 
which no Treaties or surr- 
ender agreements have ever 
been signed, In some res- 
pects the Native people of 
this country are the landlords 
andthe mewcomers are the 
tenants. More easy-going 
landlords, no one could ask 
for, 

Just for property damage 
alone, the tenants deserve 
eviction. Many of the rivers 
and streams, once teeming 
with life, can now barely 
support life at all. The 
rumbling machine of pro- 
gress has decimated the land 
animals, the forests are 
being stripped away, the 
earth ripped up and the air 
filled with noxious gases, 

For years, Native people 
have had to sit back and 
watch all this happening. 
They had been stripped of all 
right to participate in the 
decisions that affected them, 

For many Indians, it was 
only a few years before 
Canada celebrated its cen- 
tennial and "100 years of 
Justice’’ that they were even 
given the right to vote in 
their own country. 

In recent years. things 
have begun to change. 
Native organizations are 
growing out of their infancy 
Stages and Natives are 
becoming more politically 
conscious. More and more 
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‘easy going landlords’ 


Native people are becoming 
actively involved in trying to 
alter the ecological and social 
disaster course that the 
country is heading on. 

The most logical point of 
departure in that goal is to 
participate in the governing 
of one's own immediate 
environment and one’s own 
affairs. 

Despite the fact that the 
French were defeated on the 
plains of Abraham, their 
equal rights to language and 
culture are enshrined in 
Canadian legislation. 

That's fair enough in 
itself, but there are those 
who were here first; who 
have never been defeated, 
whose rights to similar 
protection of language, cul-

ture and lifestyle had never 
been acknowledged. There is 
much going on to change this 
situation. 

Native groups all over the 
country are demanding the 
right to govern themselves. 
Not to further divide Canada, 
but to participate in its 
growth as it affects them. 

Canadians must support 
the rights of Natives to self 
determination as much as 
they would for any other 
group of people. 

If that basic element of 
democracy cannot be honor- 
ed for the first inhabitants of 
Canada, is it any wonder that 
this confederation finds itself 
on the brink of disinte- 
gration?

Public warned about pyramid sales schemes 


Graham L. Harle, minister 
of Consumer and C orporate 
Affairs, is advising Alberta 
Consumers to beware of 
advertise ments soliciting 

‘get rich quick business 
opportunity’ schemes 
which are nothing more than 
pyramid selling or chain 
letter businesses, 

“A review of this type of

that it is illegal and in 
essence nothing more than a 
chain letter business’’ he 
commented, 

The minister’s suggestion 
followed a recent prosecution 
of a wetaskiwin couple who 
were fined $5,000 in Provin- 
cial Court for participating in 
such a scheme. 

‘‘Although we are dis- 
couraging newspapers from 
accepting this type of adver- 
tisement through our trade 
practices branch,"' Mr. Harle 
said, *‘some of the ads may 
still appear in Alberta news- 
papers or consumers could 
be contacted directly through 
the mail.” 

A recent example of such a 
business brought to the 
department's through a 
complaint, was a firm adver- 
tising a ‘‘get rich quick’’ 
scheme through envelope 
stuffing. Persons responding 
to the advertisement re- 
ceived a letter for which they 
paid from 25 cents to $1, 
The letter advised them 
further information could be 
made available in booklet 
form at a cost of $10 to $12. If 


‘receiving the booklet, that 
the invitation is simply to 
readvertise the business of 
stuffing envelopes. 

The minister stated the 
department is doing every- 
thing possible to stop such 
businesses operating from 
outside of Canada, but 
indicated those originating 
from the U.S. are much more 


difficult to deal with because 
of jurisdictional problems, 
The department has been 
assured by the U.S. postal 
service that it will investigate 
all complaints of this nature. 
Anyone spotting such an 
advertisement is asked to 
report it to the nearest 
Alberta consumer and cor- 
porate affairs office.

Mr. Shields, an assistant 
director with Alberta Ad- 
vanced Education and with 
10 years in public admini- 
stration saw key areas as 
rational planned growth, 
active citizen ‘participation, 
balanced economic growth, 


and the need to make 
transportation safer. 
Zeroing in on citizen 


participation, Mr. Shields 
was in favour of setting up a 
program for neighbourhood 
groups. 

‘‘They would have the 
right to come forward and

ues,"’ he pointed out. 

Mr. Shields was also in 
favour of putting two citizens 
at large on the Municipal 
Planning Commission.

He said that too much money

BARRY BREADNER 


Mr. Breadner, a profes- 
sional engineer and resident 


of St. Albert for 10 years, as 


well as an incumbent on 
council, pointed out that he 
had two years experience as 
MPC chairman, and felt he 
was turned in-to St. Albert's 
concerns. He had tried to 
support the constructive 
things the council had done. 

He told the audience he 
had worked on the General 
Plan Advisory Committee 
and took pride in the fact this 
had been completed. He said 
he had supported light 
industry facilities for St. 
Albert and its recreation 
facilities, 

But Mr. Breadner strongly 
urged that something be 
done to improve the trans- 
portation situation. He said 
St. Albert must provide extra 
access on 156th Street to see 
development on St. Albert's 
east. But development would 
have to be controlled till this 
took place. 

He emphasized that he 
would not support continued 


growth till the city had a 
definite commitment for it. 

“I feel we have attempted 
to be fiscally responsible, but 
we need to improve our long 
term budgeting,’' Mr. Br- 
eadner concluded. 


ROGER AYOTTE 


Mr. Ayotte first referred to 
the long looks he was taking 
at himself on the St. Albert 
Trail *‘S0 times 
into town,” 

The former teacher at 
Father Jan school is now in 
the lumber business. ‘You 
must have a businessman on 
council,’ said Mr. Ayotte. 

Mr. Ayotte said that St. 
Albert was one of the nicest 
places to live but complained 
about having to drive back 
and forth to Edmonten for 
basic items, 

He indicated there was an 
emergency in St. Albert 
regarding transportation, a 
problem which had to be 
solved. He said residents 
might talk about parks and 
green belts and community 
development, “‘but we have 
an emergency here we have 
to work on.” 

Mr. Ayotte concluded, 
“We have to develop a 
commercial and industrial 
tax base, we can't stand tax 
increases any longer.”

are neglected since its 
four-lane McKenney Ave. 
dead-ends in the West end. 
With 280 apartment suites 
tied into the regional shop- 
ping centre NW of the 
Highway bridge, the battle 
across the bridge is bound to 
increase. 

Not only in transportation 
is Lacombe Park neglected: 
the arena went to Akinsdale 
because Lacombe had no 
Space for a major recrea- 
tional neighbourhood facili- 
ty! Lacombe has to be 
allowed to grow over the next 
several years into a full-- 
fledged _ self-supporting 
neighbourhood. With the 
Villeneuve Rd. linking into 
the West bypass to which 
McKenney can be linked, 
Lacombe can, together with 
about 20% of the Trail 
traffic, have its own access 
roads into Edmonton via 184 
st. and 137 Ave. or 125 Ave 
or 118 Ave.(The last two 
slated for 4-6 lane highways). 

Judging from Alberta 
Transport’s amendment to 
the St. Albert Transportation 
Plan, the Province wants to 
keep the door open for a 
westerly bypass. The present 
Council has thrown out the 
exclusive right-of-way for 
mass-transit within St. Al- 
bert; has increased (in April) 
the transit costs by 20%, the 
busfares by 10%, while 
reducing the peakhour ser- 
vice by 25%. 

With gasoline prices clim- 
bing annually by 10 cents per 
gallon; with a second energy 
crisis looming in the late 
eighties, our children may 
well have to walk into 
Edmonton because of the 
short sightedness of some 
politicians of today. 


As an aldermanic candi- 
date, I feel that our current 
traffic problems are a direct 
result of the lack of rational 
planned growth at the 
regional level, where rapid 
development has been al- 
lowed to exceed that of the 
necessary roadway and tran- 


People have always been 
my main concern.

Society must take role in education 


says report 


Schools should not assume 
sole responsibility for the 
education of Alberta youth. 
This premise is firmly set out 
in a report to Alberta 
Education Minister Julian 
Koziak from the Curriculum 
Policies Board. The report 
entitled ‘‘The Goals Of Basic 
Education For Alberta,"’ has 
been forwarded by Mr. 
Koziak to members of the 
Legislative assembly. 

The report's basic philo- 
sophy is founded on a 
distinction between scho- 
oling and education. The 
report states that ‘Education 
refers to all the learning 
experiences the individual 
has in interacting with the 
physical and social environ- 
ment; it is a continuing and 
lifelong process. ‘‘It attri- 
butes a more limited defini- 
tion to the term “schooling.” 
defining it as ‘the learning 
activities planned and con- 
ducted by a formally struc- 
tured agency which influ- 
ences individuals during a 
specified period.’ The fact 
that schooling and education 
are mutually influential is not 
overlooked in the policy 
statement. 

The authors of the report 
assigned specific goals to 
both schooling and edu- 
cation. Schooling should 
develop ‘‘competency in 
reading, writing, speaking, 
listening and viewing.’’ Ba- 
sic knowledge and skills 
should be developed in 
mathematics, sciences, so- 
cial studies, including history 
and geography, as well as 
the practical and fine arts. 
Students should also be 
taught to find, organize, 
analyze and apply informa- 
tion in a critical and objective 
manner. Habits and attitudes 
should be formed which will 
contribute to physical and 
mental health. The report 
also feels that students 
emerging from school should 
have an understanding of the 
benefits of active citizenship 
at all levels, and they should 
be aware of the demands and 
opportunities of the working 
world, as well as having the

skills required for work.

The report states that 
theie is no priority amongst 
these objectives, as all are of 
equal importance. However, 
it was emphasized that 
student ability and motiva- 
tion from home are also 
strong factors in individual 
achievement. 

In setting out the school’s 
contribution to the broader 
goals of education, the report 
makes no doubt about the 
fact education is a com- 
munity responsibility. It 
states that ‘‘maximum lear- 
ning’ only occurs when the 
efforts of various agencies 
such as the home, the 
church, the media and com- 
munity organizations are 
co-ordinated with those of 
the school. 

As for the school itself, the 
reports intends that schools 
will develop intellectual cur- 
iosity, the ability to co-oper- 
ate with others, a sense of 
community responsibility, 
and self-discipline, with a 
positive self-image. The 
school will aim at developing 
understanding of and re- 
sponse to change, and skills 
for effective utilization of 
resources, community agen- 
cies and leisure time. Arr 
understanding of the family 
role will be fostered, as well 
as an interest in cultural 
activities, Another goal is the 
development of commitment 
to the preservation of natural 
resources, and of a sense of 
purpose in life consistent 
with individual ethical and 
spiritual beliefs. In these 
ways, the school can develop 
a desire for lifelong learning. 

The report's author's 
emphasize that there are 
great difficulties in preparing 
students to live in the future. 
The main problem lies in the 
fact that there is universal 
disagreement on what the 
future holds. However, it 
does establish certain soci- 
etal and individual needs 
that schools are to attempt to

fulfill. 

In its conclusion, the 
report states that society's 
expectations of schools have 
been unrealistically high. 
The schools have responded 
to these expectations by 
assuming tasks too readily, 
leading to the erroneous 
belief that they are ready to 
take over the total education 
of the child. The report is 
adamant in its assertion that 
the schools cannot assume 
this burden alone -- society 
must also take responsibility 
for the education of its 
citizens.

Matrimonial mischief makes high comedy at Stage West

One should never under- 
estimate the value of chican- 
ery in any marriage. The 
state of holy matrimony, 
despite frequent attempts to 
romanticize it, remains a 
contest of wills, with the 
laurels going to the trickiest. 
Nowhere is this more hil- 
ariously apparent than in the 
“The Secretary Bird,’’ now 
playing at Stage West. 

In this play we witness a 
triumph of guile over gla- 
mour, and we see how a 
wandering wife is won, not 
by hearts and flowers, but by 
gentle, though shameless 
manipulation, The ultimate 
winner is the audience, who 
gets to savour Hugh Wal- 
ford’s subtle vigtory over a 
younger competitor, 

“The Secretary Bird’’ has 
all the elements of a highly 
satisfying evening for theatre 
goers. Sly double entendres 
and sophisticated witticisms 
abound, while scandalous 
behavior occurs in an atmos- 
phere of urbane civility. In an 
era when husbands feel 
undermined, and the over- 
thirty crowd devalued, the 
triumph of the middle-aged 
Walford is doubly gratifying. 


David Langton, who takes 
the role of Walford, has 
chalked up a long list of 
stage, screen and TV credits, 
but is best known for his role 
in ‘Upstairs, Downstairs,"’ 
the popular British series. As 
Lord Bellamy, Langton was a 
model of fusty, crusty British 
decency, complete with rigid 
upper lip. However, his 
antics as the glib and gleeful 
Walford give him ample 
chance to show his versat- 
ility. In his portrayal of 
Walford, a writer of light 
fiction and recorder of 
human foibles, Langton is 
positively puckish. The aud- 
ience responded with delight 
to Mr, Langton’s unique, 
beckoning manner, that 
seems to invite us to share in 
a huge joke. 

As John Brownlow, Kenn- 
eth Ryan is the perfect foil to 
the irrepressible Walford. 
More a Don Wan than a Don 
Juan, Brownlow is helpless 
to cope with the cunning, 
verbally agile Walford, es- 
pecially on his own turf. 
Ryan seemed a little stilted 
in the first act, but this did 
little harm to his portrayal of 
a character so conventional 
that he married most of his

REAL THANKSGIVING 


Eleven years ago I came 
across this article by Peter K 
Haile and will share it with 
you. 

That first Thanksgiving in 
November 1621 was real. It 
was real because it was born 
out of suffering. True, the 
Pilgrims had reaped a good 
harvest -- at least from the 
Indian corn they had planted 
(the English peas they had 
brought with them did not 
even germinate). But prior to 
that, everything had gone 
wrong. And if everything had 
not gone wrong:

If 47 out of their original 
group of 102 had not died; 

If the weather during those 
winter months had not been 
cruelly hard; 

If their relatiouships with 
the Indians had not been 
frightening uncertain; 


If the vast majority of them 
had not been torn with the 
kind of despondency that led 
William Bradford's wife, for 
example, to throw herself to 
her death in the bitter waters 
of Provincetown Bay, I do not 
believe they would ever have 
celebrated that first Thanks- 
giving. Furthermore, be- 
cause of suffering there was 
a note of authenticity in their 
celebration that is often 
missing in ours. They had 
been through that crisis of 
suffering without which 


. there can be no initiation into 


the realm of 
authentic. 

You and I would probably 
have spared them all that 
they went through. If I had 
been in a position to advise 
the Lord what to do, I would 
most certainly have recom- 
mended that He give them a 
mild winter, unusually good 
health and acceptance with 
the Indians. After all, had 
they not acted on principle? 
Did they not deserve some 
encouragement? Had they 
not earned the “blessing of 
God,"’ namely, peace, se- 
curity and plenty of food? 
But that is not what He gave 
them. He plunged them into 
crisis after crisis. 

It is suffering like theirs, 
however, that gives birth to 
reality. Any truly authentic 
attitude will not be some- 
thing that we embrace -- it 
will embrace us. There is no 
other way. We cannot decide 
to be thankful -- we cannot 
turn on an attitude of 
thanksgiving. Of course we 
can go through the motions; 
we can even kid others 
perhaps, for a while; but 
sooner or later the lack of 
reality will show itself. 

God's word says over and 
over again that true thanks- 
giving is born only of suf- 
fering. David said it in Psalm 


the truly 


116. Only when his soul had 
been delivered from death, 
his eyes from tears and his 
feet from stumbling was he 
ready to pay his vows to the 
Lord in the presence of all 
the peoples Only when his 
bonds had been loosed was 
he ready to offer thanks- 


giving. 
Of course, David could 
have gone through the 


motions of celebrating 
Thanksgiving Day and pro- 
bi bly would have done an 
excellent job. He was a fine 
musician and could have 
ente ‘tained us with his lyre; 
he was a poet and could have 
written a special poem for 
the day; and I have little 
doubt that he was a good 
trencherman and could have 
eaten more turkey than most. 
But thatis not what makes 
Thansgiving real. 

Only when we suffer can 
we know ‘that we have 
nothing to boast of; only 
when we know that we have 
nothing to boast of can we be 
truly thankful. 

What is the call that comes 
to us on Thanksgiving Day in 
this prosperous year? It is a 
call to put ourselves once 
more in the hands of God. I 
do not believe that you and I 
are expected to go out and 
court suffering. If we do that 
it will be phoney. But I 
believe with conviction that 
we are not to try and protect 
ourselves from whatever 
trials and difficulties that 
God may bring our way. 
Most of us have highly 
respectable, highly sophisti- 
cated defence mechanisms 
we have developed over the 
years to protect ourselves 
from situations we don't like. 
Every time we put them into 
operation we deprive our- 
selves of the opportunity of 
having God initiate us furth- 
er into the priceless order of 
those whose lives are purged 
by His fire and therefore are 
filled with His Spirit -- whole, 
pure, authentic, thankful. 
Let us set these mechanisms 
aside and let God deal with 
us as He wants. The result? 
A real Thanksgiving Day.

It has now come out that 
emales under 21 are the 

orst drivers in Canada, and 
he next worst are female 
rivers 21 to 24 years. 

So says Facilities, the car 
nsurers’ plan for insuring 
accident prone drivers. Both 
groups dropped more than 
en percentage points from 
heir bad records in 1975. 

Look's like the young 
ellows will just have to 
accept it if their girl friends 
are saying ‘‘anything you can 
do I can do better. Because 
he young male drivers are 
mproving their records. 


The insurance companies 
measure the ratio of claims 
payouts to premiums collec- 
ted, and they consider 74-76 
to be an acceptable level. 

Women under 21 recorded 
a loss ratio of 91.5 percent 
last year, and females 21-24 
had an 80.9 ratio. 

Four categories of young 
men all achieved better 
ratios than in 1975. Those 
were single males 23 and 24 
(who registered at 78.8 
ratio). Single males 21 and 22 
(71.5); married males 21-24 
(72.7) and married males 
under 21 (71.3). 


Food prices decline in past 


four weeks 


Food prices in Canada 

oved downwards over the 
ast four weeks for the 
second consecutive monthly 
ecline, the Anti-Inflation 
Board reported recently. 

Much of the drop was due 
o substantigl seasonal de- 
slines for a wide range of 
fresh vegetables and fruit, 


Bincluding potatoes, toma- 


oes, carrots,- celery, apples 
and bananas. Egg and coffee 


B prices were also lower, while 


fish, poultry and margarine 
prices were higher. 
The AIB indes of super- 


market food prices declined 


by 0.5 percent between 
mid-August and the week 
ending September 16, follo- 
wing a 0.3 percent decline 


W the previous month. The 


index at 126.7 (1974 equals 
100) now is 9.9 percent above 
year-ago levels, reflecting 
the large price increases 
earlier this year. 

The index is based ona 
weekly survey of 63 food 
items in more than 60 super- 
markets in 12 cities across 
Canada. 


VEGETABLE PRICES FALL 


Fresh vegetable prices fell 
11.4 percent over the last 
four months, with tomatoes 
and potatoes registering the 
largest drops. Fresh fruit 
registered a 6.8 percent price 
drop over the past month. 
Early harvest supplies of 
apples resulted in a substan- 
tial price decline, which was 
partly offset by higher 
orange prices. 

Egg prices declined 4.1 
percent from mid-August as 
the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency reduced its farm gate 
price reflecting lower fee 
prices, 

The beverage index ad- 
vanced by 1,0 percent, 
Higher tea and soft drink 
prices offset lower prices for 
coffee. The dairy index was 
unchanged from a month 
ago, but 7.5 percent above 
year-ago levels. 


MEAT PRICES RISE 

Beef prices advanced 0,7 
percent during the last 
month. Cattle prices have 
strengthened slightly and 
account for most of this small 
increase. The pork index ad- 
vanced 1.3 percent during 
the last month and currently 
stands 2.2 percent above a 
year ago. 

Higher margarine prices 
advanced the fats and oil 
index by 2.4 percent during 
the last month to a point 17.9 
percent above a year ago. 
Higher prices last spring for 
vegetable oil, used in manu- 
facturing these products, are 
still reflected in retail prices,

ma made’’ ‘'1S0 year old

All of these are available for 
$1 by writing in. Health food 
recipes and ‘‘secret’’ gour- 
met recipes are others 
spotted frequently, 

It would appear there's 
money to be made, judging 
by the growth of these 
columns one of which 
started with two ads and this 
month carried 15. 

The question arises, what 
has prompted this interest in 
recipes? 

Ata time when the fast 
food chains are expanding in 
the U.S., Canada and pre- 
sently making their first 
inroads into Great Britain, it 
would appear society is 
moving away from ‘'grand- 
ma’s recipe’’ meals. The 
restaurant industry is doing a 
thriving business as working 
people and families eat out 
far more often than the last 
generation. 

Women are taking a much 
more active role outside the 
home, persuing scores of 
new careers and special 
interest activities, leaving 
them less time for meal 
preparation. 

Trying to figure this out I 
wondered if perhaps younger 
married women are starting 
to decide that they would like 
to be home while their 
families are growing. There 
is ample evidence around 
them that many broken 
families cause heartbreaking 
anguish to children who feel 
their world has crumbled 
around them and don't 
understand why. 

I was also quite surprised 
some months back to hear a 
commentator on Russia say

The man largely respon- 
sible for the enormous 
success of soccer in St. 
Albert, Herman Kochan, will 
not be back next season. 

Herman is calling it quits 
after six years of hectic 
activity which saw several St. 
Albert teams capture Ed- 
monton and Provincial ch- 
ampionships. 

He began his soccer career 
in his native Germany before 
moving to Lethbridge in 
1953. Two years later he 
came to Edmonton where he 
played several seasons with 
local soccer clubs including 
11 years with Victoria Club. 

During his years with 
Victoria Club they won 
several cups and one provin- 
cial championship. Herman 
played on several repre- 
sentative teams against pro- 
fessional European teams 
and once against a team from 
Peru. He began his playing 
career at right wing and 
moved to right half and then 
sweeper (safety) as his speed 
slowed. 

Arthritis struck in 1971, It 
confined him to a wheelchair 
and that same year he began 
his coaching career in St. 
Albert, taking on the Safe- 
way Jets. The Jets won the 
Alberta Provincials that year 
and advanced to the Cana- 
dian finals in Halifax. Her- 
man didn’t make the trip. He 
was still a German citizen 
and that factor precluded his 
going. 

In that first year Herman 
hobbled along the sidelines 
on two crutches. Now he 
walks without the aid of any. 
Herman attributes his mira- 
culous recovery to the psy- 
cological lift he got from 
being involved with young 
people playing minor soccer. 

The group of boys Herman 
began coaching at mite level 
in 1971 stayed with him the 
last six years; going to the 

City finals the first year and

winning it the last five. The 
past season was the last for 
the boys as bantams. 

From 1971 through 1975 
Herman co-ordinated the St. 
Albert Minor Soccer pro- 
gram. In 1971 we had eight 
teams. In 1977 there were 50 
including four senior and 
four junior girls teams. Girls 
of the mini-mite age group 
play with the boys. 

For the last two years 
Herman has co-ordinated the 
St. Albert representative 
teams. The strong showing 
by these teams makes imme- 
diately obvious the success of 
St. Albert's minor soccer 
program. 

Herman took on the 
coaching duties of two teams 
this year. His Helmut’s 
Masonry bantams won the 
City championship, the Ch- 
allenge Cup and lost a close 
4-3 decision in the Provincial 
finals. He also coached the 
Victoria Club midgets which 
have several St. Albert 
players among their ranks. 

The midget team is made 
up of first year boys. Herman 
was setting the team up for 
next year when he would add 
some of his bantams to the 
squad for a championship 
team. He didn't have to wait. 
The Victoria Club team went 
to the City finals (won by 
South Side Legion), and won 
the Challenge Cup on Mon- 
day (see photo page 36). 
Whoever coaches this team 
next year will almost cer- 
tainly have a_ provincial 
champion. 

At present St. Albert has 
no midget teams but players 
moving up from bantams will 
provide enough players for 
two teams next year. 

When Herman began or- 


_ ganizing soccer in St. Albert 


he made it his goal to have 
soccer become St. Albert's 
number one sport. He points 
out that for the past two 
years it has been number one 
in B.C., and is the number 


one sport in all but five 
countries worldwide. He 
says, ‘‘it will come; it’s going 
to go.”’ 

At present hockey is still 
the most popular sport, but 
with 500-plus soccer players 
now playing in St. Albert, 
hockey’s top position is 
definitely being threatened. 

Herman Kochan’s contri- 
bution to soccer has not gone 
unnoticed. Two years ago he 
was honoured by the Alberta 
Hall of Fame for Amateur 
Sports.Olympic skiing gold 
medalist, Kathy Kreiner, 
presented Herman with a 
plaque commemorating the

For many in the working 
world, retirement is seen as 
the well-deserved reward for 
a diligent, industrious career 
- a sun-splashed idyll in the 
autumn of life. However, in 
reality, it often falls short of 
this image. Idle replaces 
idyll, and the retiree may 
discover that the spate time 
he had so warmly anticipated 
yawns before him emptily. 
Problems of finance and 
housing may also dog the 
retiree. 

The Alberta government 


has recently taken steps to* 


make the transition to 
retirement easier, and to 
deal with the problems of the 
retiree. Dr. A. E. Hohol, 
Alberta’s minister of advan- 
ced education and manpow- 
er, has announced approval 
of a plan to assist Albertans 
in preparing for retirement. 

The plan, which calls for 
increased co-ordination and 
public awareness of pro- 
grams and services avail- 
able, follows government 
evaluation of the report, 
“Retirement in Alberta,’’ 
released last fall. 

The document was based 
on a three-year study of 
concerns and experiences of 
pre-retirees and retirees in 
Alberta. Commissioned by 
the Government of Alberta 
and the Secretary of State 
and carried out by the Third 
Career Research Society, it 
contained a summary of 
major conclusions and 41 
recommendations dealing 
with the social and financial 
aspects of retirement life. 

Dr. Hohol explained, ‘‘The 
average age of our popu- 
lation is shifting upwards. 
Therefore, future needs and 
the impact of retirement will

be substantial. It is neces- 
sary to prepare now for the 
accompanying ‘growth in 
both the demands for ser- 
vices and the problems of 
meeting these demands.” 

Advising the public about 
retirement planning, and 
making sure that training 
programs are offered in all 
areas, become the functions 
of advanced education and 
manpower, through its man- 
power services and program 
services divisions, respec- 
tively. 

The advisory role includes 
providing information to em- 
ployers, groups, institutions 
and individuals, on retire- 
ment needs and planning, as 
well as on related courses 
offered throughout the pro- 
vince. 

“Our province-wide net- 
work of Further Education 
Councils is a logical, prac- 
tical agent to co-ordinate 
retirement training progr- 
ams. The post-secondary 
institutions can also serve a 
vital role in offering the 
programs which respond to 
local demands,’’ Dr. Hohol 
suggested. : 

Major recommendations in 
the report included: 

*Adoption of mobile and 
portable pension plans all- 
owing for continuation when 
changing jobs. 

*Pegging of the old sec- 
urity pension, Canada Pen- 
sion Plan, and Federal and 
Provincial supplements to 
the cost-of-living index. 

¢Continuation of provincial 
subsidies for home reno- 
vations and expansion of 
home-care services to enable 
people to remain in their 
homes as long as possible. 

¢Planning of senior citizen

Squid may be a protein source in the future 


Most people in the United 
States don't want to look at a 
squid, let alone eat one. Yet 
that’s a mistake, according to 
a researcher at the Uni- 
versity of California. 

Dr. Paul Singh points out 
that squid, a delicacy in 
many areas of the world, is 
plentiful and is a good source 
of protein. Squid dishes 
provide calcium and iron, 
and are low in fat -- which 
should appeal to dieters. 

But for squidburgers, fil- 
lets of squid, squid aman- 
dine, or squid casseroles, 
salads, and dips to become 
accepted cuisine, North Am- 
ericans will have to change 
their opinions about the bul- 
bous-eyed, 10-tentacled sea 
creature that looks like 
something from another pl- 
anet. 

Italians, Greeks, Span- 
iards, Portugese, Chinese, 
Japanese, and South Amer- 
icans have feasted on squid 
for centuries, the National 
Geographic Society says.. 

Japanese like their squid 
sliced raw, on vinegared rice, 
The Chinese stir-fry their 
chopped squid with scallions, 


. 
ginger, and soy sauce. 
Greeks cook it with onions, 

-tice, and currants, while 
Italians love it cooked with 
wine, peppers, and toma- 
toes. In various countries of 
Latin America, squid is con- 
sumed either raw and spiced, 
or cooked and seasoned. 

The parts of the squid 


usually eaten are its ten- 
tacles, fins, and body man- 
tle. A few hardy souls also 
cook the head, after re- 
moving the sharp beak. In 
some nations, very small 
species of squid are cooked 
and eaten whole. 

Marine biologist Dr. Cl- 
arence P. Idyll reports that

and Coach Viveiros felt his 
team really should have 
defeated the Saskatchewan 
squad to give them the total 
point victory.

while squid is not quite as 
rich in protein as fish, more 
of the animal is edible. 

Dr. Singh regards squid as 
a valuable source of protein 
for an increasingly hungry 
woyld. He cites studies that 
estimate the potential global 
catch for squid may be from 
100 million to 300 million 
tons a year, without deple- 
ting squid stocks. In 1976 the 
international catch totalled 
just half a million tons. 

About 15,000 tons a year 
are caught off California, 
where they are canned for 
export to the Philippines and 
Greece. 

Squid is abundant off the 
East Coast, but most of the 
animals landed by fishermen 
are cut up for use as bait. 

Dr, Singh doesn’t think the 
seafood will catch on in its 
present shape. If a housewife 
can force herself past its 
bulging eyes and creepy 
tentacles, cleaning the squid 
can still be an inky, messy 
chore. 

His answer is the squid- 
squeezer, a machine he has 
developed that automatically 
removes the squid’s head 
and skin, disconnects its ink 
sac, cuts up its tentacles, and 
produces clean, white fillets. 

The resulting dish is nutri- 
tious and inexpensive, he 
says, adding that ‘‘squid has 
a pleasant and unique fla- 
vour,"’

cattlemen on both sides of 
the Border.

velvet of the deep forests and 
golden prairies, and on the 
the snow crusted Rocky 
Mountains and the Pacific. 

As the railways expanded, 
heavily timbered trestles 
spanned might boiling 
mountain rivers, prairie st- 
reams and the wide green 
rivers of the prairie. Sturdy 
railway stations sprang up 
near the tall newly painted 
grain elevators. 

At the time when the 
ripened grain had been cut 
and stooks dotted the prairie 
fields, the great flocks of wild 
geese flew overhead. Their 
cries told of cold days to 
come. Flocks of ducks would 
circle, then swoop down into 
the goden fields of *‘stook- 
ed’’ grain. 

Often the cooks on those 
railway gangs needed fresh 
meat for their larders. They 
weren't always near food 
sources during those times 
before refrigeration. 

Since railway ‘‘speeders”’ 
were the newest invention, 
they were used to stock up 
the cook's shelves. 

**What a way to have a 
change of diet!’’ Clean, 
fattened grain-fed ducks 
were plentiful and transpor- 
ting them was no problem. 
Hunters made expedition for 
fowl on the ‘‘speeders.”’ 
Stone crock jugs carried hot 
tea for them, and kept cold 
spring-water icy cold too. A 
very successful hunt often 
filled that big roast-pan on 
the railway cook car, 

This food on wings was 
certainly a treat during 
Pioneer days.

The following is the plat- 
form of two of the candidates 
in the Morinville town 
council elections. Mr. Fro- 
ment and Mr. St. Germain 
feel that their views are so 
similar that they wish to 
present them as one.

Glen Berry has represen- 
ted Division 4 in MD 
Sturgeon Council for the past 
six years, and he considers 
this a privilege.
